■become  our  tormentors  and  sometimes  our  executioners;  and 
though  the  worms  themselves  may  not  always  be  visible,  yet 
this  putrid  matter  is  of  too  great  consequence  to  escape  our 
attention,  as  it  is  seldom  lo/  '  Core  it  discovers  itself  by  disor¬ 
dering  us  with  some  violent  •  o  .  m1  loss  timely  prevented  ;  fer 
this  purpose  these  Sugar  Viamh  ■.  an  infallible  specific,  ex- 
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falling  this  putrid  matter,  and  destroying  even  the  worm*  < 
themselves,  which  sometimes  digest  with  the  food,  and  at  others 
come  away  alive. 

The  opinions  of  the  learned  touching  tire  cause  of  worms,  are 
•various,  insomuch  that  it  is  very  tare  two  are  found  to  assign 
the  same  reason:  brat  those  that  are  ir@st  general,  and  appear 
the  most  rational,  are  a  relaxed  and  weak  stomach,  which  affords 
them  a  nidus,  and  is  not  only  the  seat  of  their  propagation,  but 
their  nursery  :  eating  great  quantities  of  unripe  green  fruit,  and 
crude  vegetables,  may  also  he  considered  :  which  observation 
receives  considerable  force  by  tli-e  prodigious  number  of  children 
who  die  weekly  of  worms,  and  their  direful  effeifts. 

i  Worms  tffet  inhabit  the  human  body  may  be  divided  into 
three  species :  viz. 

1. The  Teres or  long  rousd  worm,  which  resembles  the 
garden  worm,  is  the  most  common. 

2.  The  Ascarides ,  which  aie  smaller,  and  chiefly  seated  in  the 
redfum  or  strait  gut. 

3.  The  jTaufhi,  or  Tape  worm,  by  many  distinguished  by  the 
appellation  Sodium,  from  an  idea  that  there  is  seldom  more  than 
one  of  the  kind  in  the  body;  others  assert  it  to  be  a  chain  of 
many  worms  of  the  same  specie,  united  to  each  other. 

The  Teres,  or  long  round  worm,  occupies  the  small  intestines, 
particularly  the  jejunum,  and  is  found  sometimes  in  the  sto¬ 
mach  ;  but  this  by  no  means  appears  to  be  their  natural  place 
of  residence ;  for  being  irritated,  they  are  at  times  dislodged 
from  hence,  and  often  voided  by  vomit :  when  these  worms'  (as 
is  now  and  then  the  ca6e)  enter  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen,  the 
case  is  mortal. 

The  diagnostic  signs  of  worms  are,  a  big  belly,  pale  looks, 
hollow  eyes,  offensive  breath,  itching  of  the  nose,  unquiet 
sleep,  with  starting,  grinding  of  the  teeth,  and  crying  out,  a' 
looseness,  dry  cough,  gripes,  pining  away,  pain,  and  sickness 
at  the  stomach,  inclining  to  vomit,  itching  of  the  fundament, 
attended  sometimes  with  dulnes.s,  heaviness,  and  extreme  thirst. 

N.  B.  Should  any  child  or  grown  person  exhibit  but  one  of 
the  above  symptoms,  there  is  great  reason  to  apprehend  worms 
to  be  the  only  cause,  therefore  that  persons  should  immediately 
take  the  famous  Sugar  Plumbs,  which  will  certainly,  restore 
health,  should  it  even  arise  frofn  any  other  cause.
